TOROSAURUS A MIGHTY BEAST 


Creature That Roamed the Earth Cen- 
turies Age Formidable, However, 
Only in Appearance. 


The newest acquisition of the 
Yale Museum of Natural History ir 
the skull of a torosaurus, which in 
plain English means bull lizard, says 
the Philadefphia Ledger. 

Tt was certainly a remarkable rep- 
tile, when it was alive, a few mil 
lions of years ago. About 30 feet 
long, including itz massive tail, and 
provided with mighty horns—two in 


| tteforehead and a smaller one on 


its nbse—its aspect must have been 


| extremely formidable. Its height 
| was about nins feet, and it weighed 


perhaps four tons. 

- So, you see, here was a’ lizard 
comparable in size and weight’ tos 
very big elephant. But despite its 
formidable appearance, it was s 
harmless beast, sluggish in its move- 
ments, and exclusively vegetarian in 
ite diet. 

The skull in the Yale museum is 
continued backward by an enormous 
“frill,” so to call it, of bone, which 
was for tachment of great 
muscles to hold up the 
beast’s head.

House-Yard Tree of Western Asie 

and Eurepe, E 

As fer back as history goes the 
fig hes been a house-yard tree. “Be- 
neath the vine and fig tree” is used 
yoore than once in the Old Testa- 
| ment to designate “home.” For cen- 
| tries the fruit, fresh or dried, hes 
| made up a large part of the food of 
the natives of western Asia ‘and 
| southern Europe, Its juice is used 
i to make a drink, and also to dye 
cloth, ~Its leaves polish ivory, and 
the bark makes cord. The sap of 
one species is poisonous. 

The fig tree, in climates congenial 
to its growth, produces two and 
sometimes three crops of fruit the 
same year, on distinct shoots, the De- 
troit News remarks. The trees grow 
tapidly from cuttings, and are prop- 
agated by buddings, grafting and 
sezds. The large beautiful leaves 
are deciduous, palmately veined, 
three-to-five lobed, wavy-margined 
and somewhat rough and leathery.

BIG FIND OF ANCIENT: COINS 


Workmen Discover in Cellar of House 
Owned by Verdun Bishop, Money 
Centuries Old. 


The collection of coin in the Bib- 
liotheque Nationale has been en- 
riched asa result of the discovery at 
Hattonchatel of a large number of 
coins of historical interest, says the 
Paris correspondent of the London 
Morning Post. “They were found 
buried in an earthenware pot be- 
neath the cellars of the ruins of the 
house belonging tothe Verdun 
bishops by the workmen employed 
by Miss Skinner; an American, who 
is reconstructing the village. There 
were 376 coins in all, four of them 
being gold and the rest silver, and 
the dates show fhat they must have 
been buried before 1540. 

‘Miss Skinner has presented to the 
Bibliotheque Nationale specimens of | 
‘these coins, 20 in all, which were | 
lacking in that collection.. They | 
constitute coins struck by the; 
French Kings Charles VII, Louis | 
XII and Francis I, by the British | 
Kings Edward IV and Henry VIII, 
by King Emmanuel of Portugal, by 
the Lorraine Dukes Rene I and 
Rene Il, by Charles the Rash, by 
Marié of Burgundy, by Philippe le! 
Beau, by Charles 1] of Savoy and by 
William I] of Montferrat. 

A specimen of each of the other 
coins is to be preserved as a collec- 
tion for the new town hall at Hat. 
tonchatel, while the remainder will 
be sold in sid of the reconstruction 
of the village.

PLANT THAT SNARES INSECTS 


Sundew. Mysteriously Endowed by Na- 
ture With Remarkabie Power 
te Entrap ite Prey. 


A little plant called the sundew 
preys upon the insect world. It 
treacherously ensnares its victims. 
The upper surface of each leaf is 
covered with scoreg of hairlike pro- 
jections ‘or “tentacles,” provided 
with glands which give out a sticky 
fluid attractive to insects, Each 
leaf ‘seems to be covered with fun- 
dreds of glistening dewdrops—hence 
the name, If an insect touches the 
tentacles it sticks fast. Then all the 
other tentacles begin to bend for- 
ward toward the center of the leaf, 
rolling the insect along, #d making 
the leaf look like a little closed fist. 
As soon as the prey is caught the 
fluid secreted by the tentacles be- 
comes acid, containing_ digestive | 
properties which make solublé. all | 
the nitrogenous parts of the insect. 

When the insect is digested, after 
several days have elapsed, the ten- 
‘tacles all recurve, and the leaf trap 
is set for another victim, 

In’ Portugal there is a plant re- 
lated to the sundew which catches 
so many flies that the natives hang 
branches of it in their homes to rid 
themselves of the pests.

ALARM IS ALMOST INSTANT 


New System Recently Introduced by 
New York Gives Notice ef Fire 
in Few Seconde, 


New York city has just inaugn- 
tated a new fire-alarm system for 
the borough of Manhattan at « cost 
of $1,500,000. The system has been 
so perfected that it takes only ten 
seconds for an alarm to pess through 
the central station and reach the 
station intended to answer the call. 
The central station has 217 working 


| box circuits connecting jt with the 


1,528 street-corner alarm boxes, in- 
volving the use of 350 miles of cable 
and 17,000 miles of wire. When it 
is desired to send in an alarm, the 


| person goes to one of the fire alarm 


boxes and, noting the instructions 
on the door, the handle until 
the bell rings. A mechanism is 
thereby set in motion that transmits 
to~- headquarters four complete 


| rounds of the code signal indicating 


that particular box. After the first 


| round has been received at the cen- 
| tral station, the dispatcher takes 
{ from a file a perforated card corre- 
| sponding to the box sending in the 


rm, and places it in « selector 
switch. Directly after the second 
round from the box, he-preseas » key 
and sets in motion the automatic 
transmitter control which instantly 
sends the alarm to all fire houses, 
during th and to all companies 
due at the station on the first and 
second alarm, at night.—Popular 
Mechanics Magezine.

A United States postage stamp, said 
to be the only copy, In existence, was 
Purchased for $1,000 recently at an 
anetion sale held in New York.” The 
name ¢f the bnyver was not anounced, 
but It is stated that he has one of the 
best. collections of the United States 
stamps in the country. 

The rarity was a horizontal half of 
the first 10-cent stamp issued by the 
United States in 1847, A 5-cent stamp 
was ixeued in the samé yeary bat the 
user of the stamp sold’ evidently hed 
Bo S-cent stamps when he mailed bis 
jetter from Baltimore, so he carefalty 
cut the 10-cent stamp in two pleces 
ahd used one of the halves to pay the 
5-cent letter. postage.

LITTLE GOOD IN FUMIGATION 


Advanced Science Has Shown That the 
~ Process Really Does Not Ac- 
complish. Desired Result. 


The value of routine fumigetion 
of soomns 2s a means for preventing 
the epreed of infectious diseases has 
been questioned of late years, saye 
the Journal of the American Medi+ 
a) Sssociation, The experience of 
the health authorities at Providence, 
R. 1, extending over many years, in- 
dicates that, the abandonment. of 
room disinfection is not followed by 
any noticeable increase in the num- 
ber of secondary cases. 

In New York and in several other 
cities terminal disinfection hes been 
omitted since 1913 in cases of scar- 
fet fever and in several other dis- 
eases. 

It is now the general belief that 
the germs of acute infection of the 
respiratory tract do not survive very 
long outside the body. The trend 
of the recent investigation has been 
to show that the main danger of in- 
fection is by direct transmission 
from cbnvalescents, mild cases and 
healthy carriers. Better results are 
likely to be obtained in preventing 


the spread of most infectious dis- | 


eases by giving attention to the hu- 
man sources of infection rather than 
by resorting to frequent fumigation 
with a germicidal gas.

FLUSHING INCREASES YIELD 


xtra Feeding at Breeding Time Re- 
gulte in Larger Number of 
Southdown Lambs. 
(Prepared by the United States Department 
In six years’ work, the baiteg States 
Department of Agriculture has found 
that by extra feeding (commonly 
called “flushing”) at breeding time, its 
Southdown ewes ylelded_198 more 
lambs per 1,000 ewes than Southdown 
ewer otherwise given the same care 
and kept under the same, conditions. 
Good blue grass, mixed timothy* and 
clover, or so™-bean pasture if avail- 
able, furnish the most satistactory and 
economical means of flushing; but If a 
drought has prevented good pasture, a

scpplementary grain ration has beer 
found to five approximately as good 
results in increasing the number of 
jambs as the extra good pasture. A 
ration of oats alone, or equal parts by 
measure of corn, oats and bran in the 
amount of about one-half to three 
fourths pound per ewe per day, is @ 
good one to use. 

Flushing increases fhe size of the 
lamb crop in two ways—it puts the 
ewes In better condition to make surt 
of thelr getting in lamb and It in 
creases the proportion of twin lambs. 
Sheep breeders are constantly striving 
tO increase the proportion of lambs 
born to the number of ewes in thelr 
fiocks, but they have in most cases 
paid little attention to the condition 
of the ewes at breeding time. A little 
extra care and attention just as the 
breeding season opens will bring re 
salts pext spring.

Blectrio Printing Machines Produce 
the Perfected Paper at an Almost 
Unbelievable Rate. 


Blueprints from drawings can be 
made at a very rapid-fire rate in the 
perfected ‘electric printing ma 
chines, which are fitted with are 
lamps to do the printing, while at 
the same time an electric motor 
drives the blueprint paper along 
with the tracings so that both move 
at a rapid rate in front of the pow- 
erful are lights. Ono of the machines 
in use at the offices of an engineer 
ing firm in Paris illustrates the 
method. At the top one can see the 
continuous rol} of blueprint paper 
being fed into the machine, while 
under it from time to time the sep- 
arate tracings are fed and are print- 
ed on the sensitized paper. 

This machine produces about 700 
prints a day of three feet width. A 
still more elaborate device is # com- 
bined erclight printer, washer and 
dryer known es the “hesfel,” also a 
Paris make. From 60 to 400 feet 
of paper an hour can be turned out 
in this way, all dried and ready for 
nse.—Washington Star.

The first survey-was made by Charles 
Mason and Jeremiah Dixon between 
1763 and 1767 at the instance of the 
Lords Baltimore, proprietors of 
Maryland, and the Penn family, pro- 
prietors of Pennsylyania. The line 
was 250 miles long. At the end 
of every fifth mile a stone was 
planted, bearing the arms of: the 
Penn family on one side and on the 
other the arms of the. Baltimore 
family.

R. E. Brooks Discusses 
Important Road Matters 


‘Apparent Indifference Costing County Many Hundreds of Dollars 
Annually Because of Gross Negligence In Handling Tools 


and Other Equipment 


Used In Construction 


And Maintenance of Public Roads 


I wish, to discuss briefly thru 
the columns of the Powell Valley 
News a portion of my proposed 
program for building new roads 
into the communities which hith- 
erto have been unfortunately 
left out of the good roads pro- 
gram. In many cases, as a mat 
ter of course, through necessity 
as funds were not available, and 
in a few cases through commun- 
ity prejudices and petty politics. 
And may I add that pleasantly 
received have been the many 
kind and commendable remarks 
made to me by my friends dur- 
ing the past week with regard 
to my attitude toward the prop- 
asition of extending our good 
roads system, at earliest possible 
moment, into all communities 
which at present have no im- 
proved roads. 

At this writing the occasion 
seems to appropriate a justifica-| 
tion of a fair and. limited criti- 
cism of the manner in which our 
public road tools and other road 
equipment are allowed to lay out 
in the weather, when not in use, 
and are damaged from exposure. 

A few instances are: First— 
that of a water wagon which was 
used in the recent reconstruction 
of the Pennington-Stone Creek 
road when the project was com- 
pleted: it was left standing by the 
side of the pike north of Pen- 
nington, and which a few weeks 
ago was turned over by some 
very irresponsible person or per- 
sons into'a mudhole where it 
still may be seen, though in an 


‘on was turned over is no fault 
of the Board of Supervisors but 


the fact that it still rests in the i 4 


mud is, in my opinion, the result 
of expensive negligence for 
which the Board can not honest- 
ly escape responsibility. 


Secondl/—In traveling about] ; 


over the county one can see pub- 
licly owned steam rollers, truck: 
etc., setting along the roadside 
in rusting, and such parts of 


in a serious condition of decay. 

It séems that a solution of thi 
extravagant method could be hed 
in the simple and _inexpensiv: 
way of constructing crude, but 
substantial tool houses, sheds, 
etc., which Would provide shelter 
for, as well as protect against 
plunder of the county’s 
equipment. 

Several of our highway bridg- 
es are in serious need of paint, 
not to mention other repairs ne- 
cessary on them. On our cros 
roads, for the most part, the 
bridges are of light construction 
and to allow them to go indefin- 
itely without a new coat of paint 
means that they will so corrode 
in the run of a few years that 
they will become dangerous to 
heavy traffic and will necessarily 
have to be replaced with new 
bridges. Thus the expenditure 
of a few hundred dollars occa- 
sionally for paint would elimin- 
late the necessity of spending 
thousands of dollars for new 
bridges oe future.

About the end 
of the Seventh century, the masculine 
counterpart was given a religious 
significance by Saint Aime, or, Amatus, 
a hermit of Valais, and later bishop 
of Sion, who was persecuted by 
Merovingian kings. 

Amicia was evolved by the English 
trom Almee and served as an affect- 
ed form of Amy, just as Edythe and 
Alys are used by ultra-smart young 
Indies today for Edith and Alice. The 
most notable instance of the adoption 
of Amicia was the daughter of the 
earl of Leicester, who brought her 
county to the fierce old persecutor, 
Simon de Montfort, and left it to the 
warlike ear] who imprisoned Henry 
TL Ser sister carried Amicie into 
the Fiemish family of De Roye where 
straightway it became Amice.

FOOD FOR THE CHILDREN 
For the first two years of a child's 

life the food problem is not com 
plex as his main diet is milk. At three 
months of age strained orange juice 
may be given, a teaspoonful at a time 
between feedings to great advantage.

EEE, 

Let a man make a mistake in 
his conversation, or even in a 
letter he may have addressed to 
you, and you pay little attention 
to it. But let the same mistake 
appear in a newspaper and it 
sticks out like a sore thumb— 
it seems to sand right out above 
everything else in the paper. We 
will venture to say there are not 
@ half-dozen of our citizens who 
have the least idea of the vast. 
number of metal pieces contain- 
ed in a single column of a news- 
paper. But there are hundreds 
of pieces to each column, and the 
displacement of a single one of 
these usually means an error. 
When this is considered you get 
@ pretty good idea of how easy 
it ig to make a mistake in print. 
And yet, considering that there| 
are more chances for making a| 
mistake on a single page of a 
newspaper than there is in writ- 
ing a hundred letters, the news- 
Paper possibly contains fewer er- 
rors than any other form of 
written communication. It might 
bea good idea, if you are among 
those who can’t understand why 
an occasional thistake creeps in 
to the paper, to drop around to 
a newspaper office sometime and 
have this explained for your ben- 
efit. 


How We Can Learn 


It isn’t possible for the small- 
er tawns to conduct their munic- 
ipal affairs along the identical 
lines of the big cities. Neither 
is it necessary.

spent a few days with home folk Ps NEW PEST 


By W. J. Schoene State 
Entomologist 

Reports were received in the 
autumn of 1922 of the presence 
in Lee County, ot a new pest on 
beans, the Mexican Bean Beetle. 
This is a newcomer in this sec- 
tion of the United States. It 
was first reported in Alabama, 
July 1920, in the vicinity of Bir- 
mingham. Undoubtedly it had 
been brought into the state from 
its western Rocky Mountain 
home in shipments of hay. It 
has spread rapidly and now 
occurs throughout the northern 
half of Alabama, northern third 
af Georgia, the eastern two- 
thirds of Tennessee, nearly one-* 
half of Kentucky, and small 
areas of Virginia, North’ Caro- 
lina and South: Carolina. 

The Mexican Bean Beetle be- 
longs to a very large group of 
insects commonly Called’ lady 
beetles and includes many bene- 
ficial insects that feed generally 
on other small insects such as 
plant lice, seale insects, etc., but 
the Mexican Bean Beetle feeds 
on the foliage of practically all 
kinds of beans including sweet 
clover and alfalfa. The damage 
to table beans may amount to 
over 75 per cent of the normal 
yield.

other side a drain for waste water, 
and a wash house. 


Watch Drinking Water 

See that the water supply is pure.

COLD BOULLLON 

Jelled bouillon is more to be desired 
in hot weather than hot bouillon. There 
is just as much nourishment in the 
cold soup as In the hot. 

Serve in bouillon cups with crisped 
wefers,- 

There is a distinct advantage in 
serving bouillon as the first course 
rather then a frult cocktail, in that it 
leaves the fruit for a salad or dessert. 

Cold bouillon needs to be more 
highly seasoned than hot. 

The jelly must be delicate and ten- 
der rather than thick and tough, and 
should be clear and sparkling. Care 
must be taken that all fat is removed 
before serving.

Six pounds knuckle of veal. 1 head 
celery, 2 onions, 2 carrots, 2  table- 
spoons salt, 1 teaspoon pepper, 3 ats. 
water. 

Have bone well cracked and sawed.

MONUMENT TO 
COLONEL S! 


Several thousand dollars have 
been raised recently in South- 
west Virginia for a monument to 
be erected on the court house 
square at Wise, Va., in honor of 
the late Colonel Campbell Slemp, 
former congressman from the 
Ninth Virginia District, and 
father of ex-Congressman C. B. 
Slemp. 

The circuit court of Wise and 
the supervisors have granted 
the Slemp ‘memorial association 
permission to place the_.monu- 
ment on the court house square. 
The monument will be of bronze 
and life-sized. x 

Colonel Campbell Slemp was @ 
son of S. S. Clemp, a member of 
the Virginia legislature before 
the Civil War. 

Campbell Slemp was a gradu- 
ate of Emory and Henry College 
and during the Civil War com- 
manded the 68rd Virginia regi- 
ment. He was afterwards elect- 
ed asa readjuster from Lee 
County to-the Virginia legisla- 
ture. In 1889 he was nominated 
as the Readjusted candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor of Virgin- 


W. M. Hahone. 

In 1902 he was elected as a 
Republican candidate for, Con- 
gress from the Ninth Virginia 
district by defeating Judge Wil- 
liam F, Rhea. In 1904 he was 
re-elected by defeating Joseph 
C. Wysor of Pulaski. In 1906 he 
went to.congress for his third 
term by winning over Robert P. 
Bruce. 

Colonel Slemp did not live to 
complete his third term. He 
was 69 years old when he died 
and he was buried in Turkey 
Cove, in Lee County. The monu- 
ment is expected to cost about 
310,000 and will be a work of

FLORENCE 


FRMORENCE, signifying flourishing, 
can scarcely be, separated from 
ite,qhaint diminutive Flora, meuiihy 
flowers. . Flora in mythological legend 
was the goddess of ‘the ‘flowers, and 
the festivals of Flora or Floralia were 
‘celebrated. in the first burst of spring. 
In later times, the name of Florus 
was formed from of the goddess, 
and {s memorable as that of the proc- 
urator whose harshness drove the 
Jews to their last rebellion. It is be- 
leéved ‘that the feminine Flora came 
from this- 

There is a church at Florence of 
Saints Flore and Liellla, “but other- 
wise the first instance of the name ix 
in Roman-Gothi¢, Spain, where the un- 
happy. daughter of Count Jullan was 
called by the Spanish diminutive 
Florinda, and thus caused the name to 
be 80 much detested that, while Spat- 
ish ballads call her La Caya the 
wicked, her Christian name was only 
bestowed on dogs. ¢ 

‘A Spanish inafden martyred by the 
‘Moors brought Flora'into better repute. 
It became Flore in France, where it 
was. adopted as a romantic epithet 
and from there {t found itr way 
to Scotland. In the Gaelic, it is 
spelled Florle, as the Island heroine 
of the ‘45 wrote herself. Florentla 
was a natural product, and named a 
feminiie saint martyred in Diocletian's 
reign in Gaul. 

The~prevalence of the name Flor: 
ence, in England, seems to have been 
due to 80 many English ‘girls being 
born in the Italian city of that name. 
Deeper and dearer honor has been 
given to it by Florence Nightingale. 
Many, fictitional heroines lave borne 
thenameand {ts derivatives. Blanche 
fleur, meaning white flower, is one 
of its forms, and was bestowed 
on, Sir, Trystan’s mother, — Versions, 
pagticularly romantic, are’ found with: 
Ariosto’s two. heroines, Fiordespins

U. S$. MAKES LARGEST LENSES 


Bureau of Standards’Completes Work 
From Domestic Glass. 

The largest lenses ever successfully 
constructed from domesti¢ manufac- 
tured glass have been completed by 
the bureau of standards at Washing- 
ton. Declared by expert\examiners to 
be perfect, they measure 12 inches in 
@iameter and have a focal length of 
12 feet 8 inches. 

An unusual feature of the complet- 
ed work is that it forms what is 
known as an “achromatic combina- 
| tion.” Use of crown glass in one lens 
and filnt giass in the other is said te 
bring ght of all colors to a common 
focal point, impossible in lenses made 
of one type of glass. The-instrument 
wilt be used by the-bureau for con- 
@ucting intricate experiments fn the 
science of optics.

SUM TO RULE US 


Cost of Governing Has Doubled 
in Last 10 Years. 


$100 PER CAPITA ANNUALLY 


Government Is now costing approxi- 
mately $100 2 year for each man, wom- 
an end child in the Unitéd States, 

Compilations being made by the 
United States census bureau at Wash- 
ington as.to federal, state, municipal ; 
and count} texés have progressed suifi- | 
ciently to warrant the broad statement | 
that the avernge-per capita cost of | 
government ofall kinds In this coun- | 
try is about $100 annually. s 

If this cost were spread evenly over 
the 110,000,000 tnhabitants of the Unit- } 
ed States, there would be many fam- 
Miles whose entire earnings would be 
taken. for government alone, leaving 
nothing for food, clothing, housing and 
the other necessities of Hfe. Many 
familes of five {n this country do not 
have a total Income of $500 a year, 
which would be its cest for government 
on a straightout ‘per capita basis. 

Enormous Local Increases. 

Figures now in the hands of the 
census bureau officials show enormous 
increases in Jocal t@xation, state and 
municipal, during the last decade. The 
Jntest’ figures are for the year 1922, 
but those serve to show that in the last 
ten-year period state taxes have more 
than doubled, while the munictpal taxes 
of many cities haye trebled. Compiete 
figurés are available for seven states 
and about fifty of the largest cities, 

Most of the cities rum around $00 
| per year, but a lower per capita cost 
of county government to persons. liy- 
ing @ the country tends to cut down 
the fiverage throughout the nation.

Provements is .giready costing the 
United States tens of millions-of dol- 
lars annually, but its worst evil, as 
Smoot sees it, Hes in the fact it often 
encourages states to make expendi- 
tures they cannot afford on the false 
Premise that it costs them only balf 
Price. 

4—When new propositions, for ex- 
penditures are advanced, Smoot 
Would have the fact emphasized to 
the taxpayer that in the last analysis 
it is he who pays’ the bill, To put 
the Idea in the words of the Utah 
senator, “Let the taxpayer ask him- 
self not just whether it is a worth: 
object, buf whether it ts worth the 
cost.” 

Effect on Living Cost. 

While the tax burden is not distrib- 
uted upon’ a per capita basis, the fact | 
that $100 a year goes to government 
for every person in. the United States 
means that it enters’ Into the cost of 
living In some form or another for 
the rich and poor alike. The present 
high cost of living is attributable in 
no small degree to the bizh cost of 
government, 

The analysis of vosts of government 
have been completed for Wisconsin, 
Rhode Island, New Jersey, Minnesota, 
Michigan, Kentucky and Illinois, and 
the statisticians are at work on others, 

Here are the per capita costs of 
state government:

Given by Ohio Station 
In. bulletin recently published’ by 
the Ohio experiment station on “sup- 
plements to orn for fattening swine,” 
some figures were given on the various 
amounts of feed required to produce 
100 pounds of gain. The pigs used 
were pure breds, weighing about ’82 
pounds each and were Ted in dry lots 
by means of splf-feeders,, One lot was 
fed corn and tankage at the rate of 12 
parts corn to one part tankage. Fig- 
uring corn at 40 cents 2 bushel and 
tankage at $3.0 hundred, it cost $2.91 
for each 100 pounds of gain. Another 
Jot ‘was fed one part corn. to two-parts 
skim mIlE- Figoring on the same price 
tor corn, the feeding value of the skim 
milk amounted! to only $1.15,.or 18.7 
cents per cwt., as eorspared. with tank 
age in feeding Yalue. ‘This does not 
mean that tankage {s always more eco- 
nomieal than skim. milk.: For young 
pigs skim milk is superior to tankage. 
However, if there 1s nof enough «milk 
produced on the farm for. feeding .pur- 
poses, it Is more: economical to buy 
tankage than skim milk,

This, disease, also called Johne's 
ce. and resembling tuberculosis 
Soinewbat in symptoms and effects, is 
Rot»a new one but has often been 
sonfused with tuberculosis, 90 has but 
Fecently been credited with the seri- 
ousness that it deserves, Herds in 
Gairy states are menaced if this twin 
brother to T. B, once gets its hold on 
avdairy animal, 

“It ts believed that once Johne's 
disease gets under way in the animal 
eath is certain’ to result from it," 
says B. A. Beach, veterinarian at the 
Wisconsin College ef Agriculture, 
“The annual loss in Wisconsin.so far 
reported may run as high a 12 per 
cent in badly infected herds, The 
Misease Is a contagious one and. pur 
chaye from an infected herd is usually 
the origin of the trouble in other herda, 

“Another bad feature of this disease 
ts that it generglly affects only young 
heifers. Because of this tendency to 
affect the most valuable stock and be 
cause Its spread fs so rapid, this dls- 
ease (9 worse than tuberculosis.”

Given by Ohio Station 

In « bulletin recently published by 
theObto experiment station on “sup- 
plements to corn for fattening swine,” 
some figures were given on the various 
®mounts of feed: required to produce

were pure Breds, weighing about 82 
Dounds each, and were fed in dry lots, 
by means \f-feeders. One lot ‘was

| The Receiver Off the Hook 


When ‘a telephone user fails 
to replace ‘the receiver on. the 
hook «a. setious -interruption ® to 


the'service results, In such cases’ 


incoming calls ‘cannot’ be com- 
pleted, andthe operator is com- 
pelled to report the line “out of 


order.” : 

On party lines, if the receiver 
is not repla¢ed at any one of the 
Stations, not only. is ‘that. tele- 
phone affected; but none of the 
other telephones on the line can 
either make or réceive calls: 


- Thus an entire Jitie is put out of 


service, until the receiver. of one 
telephone ig replaced. 


Sometimes the sreceiver is 


accidentally ‘permitted to rest 


upon, a book,.or some: object 
which»prevents the hook from 
coming all the way down. When 
this ‘occurs it pi es the same 
effect as if the receiver were not 


replaced. 


In cases of this sorta ‘repair 
man tust be sent fo inspect the 
telephone. ,Somé little time 
must therefore elapse before the 
receiver “is. rep! and dur- 
ing this interval calls of ‘great 
importance ‘may be lost -to the 
subscriber.

Economical Hog Ration 


Given by Ohio Station 

In a boilletin recently published by 
the Ohio experiment station on “sup- 
plements to torn for, fattening swine” 
some figures were given oh the various 
amounts of feed required to produce’ 
100 pounds of gain. The pigs used 
were pure breds, weighing about &2 
pounds éach, and were fed in dry lots, 
by means of self-feeders, One lot was 
fed corm and tankage at the rate of 12 
parts cotn to one part tankage. Fig- 
uring corn at 40 cents # bushel and 
tankage at $3 a hundred, It cost $2.91 
for ench 100 pounds of gain. Another 
lot.was fed one part corn to two parts 


[skim milk. Figuring on the same price 


for corn, the feeding value of the skim 
milk amounted to only $1.15, or 187 
cents per cwt, as compared with tank 
age in feeding value. This, does not 
mean that tankage {s always more e¢o- 
nomical than skim milk. For young 
pigs skim, milk ts superior to tankage 
However, if there is not enough milk 
produced on the farm for feeding pur- 
poses, it ls more economical to buy 
tankage than skim milk, _ .
